How tho Chief of AbolltldnlHta 


Hung, Dec. 3, 1850— Scenes on the 
Fatal Morning and at the Scaffold. 


In that attractive volume, "Lotos 


Leaves," one of the most interesting 
papers is by Colonel Henry 8. Olcotti 
entitled "How wo hung John Brown." 
Colonel Oloott was, at the tine, agri- 
cultural editor of the New York Tri- 
lune, and in order^that his paper might 
have a reporter at 'the scene of execu- 
tion he, after many tribulations, joined 
the Virginia militia, and was present as 
one of the body guard stationed around 
the scaffold. 
II is account, therefore, is 


reliable. 
After telling how he joined 


the soldiers and barely escaped recogni- 
tion several times, CotoDel Olcott says : 


Tbo December snn had risen clear 


and bright, but soon passed into a bank 
of haze, and I was afraid wo should 
have a stormy day of it. 
By 9 o'clock, 


however, as beautiful an azure sky 
hung over us as man over saw, and, 
winter as it was, tho sun became so 
hoi that doors and windows wore flung 
wide open. 
Tbe ground hud been 


staked the day before, and fluttering 
white pennons all around the lot 
marked tho posts of tho sentries, who 
came on tho scone at tho hour above 
named. 
Then a strong force of volun- 


teer cavalry, wearing red flannel shirts 
and black caps and trousers, rode up 
and 
wore posted, fifty paces apart, 


around tho entire field ; and then the 
guns and. cifisaons of the artillery 
rumbled up ; then more cavalry und 
infantry oumc ; and then a solemn hush 
settled over tho awlul scene, and no 
sound wus heard but the twittering of 
some birds, the sigh of the south wind 
among tho trees aud the occasional im- 
patient stamp of a horse's hoof on the 
green swurd. All eyes were tuinod to 
tho jail, a scant half mile away down 
the roud, but nothing could bo seen 
but tho glint of bayonets and gilt but- 
tons and straps in tho bright sunshine 
until, of a sudden, the mass opened 
right and left, and a wagon, drawn by 
two white horses, cuuio into view.

it, stated on a lung box of fresh-uut 
dual, wa, nil old man, of erect figure, 
clad in a black suit, with a black slouch 
hat on his hctid und blood red worsted 
slippers on his fuot, 
The melancholy 


cortbiio formed und advanced toward 
us, There was the one helpless old 
man, 
suffering 
from five sabre and 


bayonet wounds, going to his duath 
under escort of Major Loring's "Bat- 
talion of Dofensibles," Captain Wil- 
liams' "Montpclior Guard," 
On plain 


Scott's "Petersburg Grays," Captain 
Miller's "Virginia Volunteers," and 
Captain llnay's "Young Guard." 


Tho cortege passed through tho tri- 


ple squares of troops and over tho hil- 
lock , and wound round the scaffold to 
the easterly side, and halted. The body* 
guard — our company of Grays— opened 
ranks, and John Brown dcseendcd,with 
golf possession and dignity, and mount- 
ed the gallow stop. He looked about 
at earth and sky and people, and ro 
marked to Captain Avis, his jailor, upon 
the beauty of tho scene. 
It was beau- 


tiful, indeed. The sun shone with great 
splendor, aud tbo gleaming guns and 


occasion-, was lowered down J 
ed into a heap. It was then nut into a 
black walnut coffin, lifted into 'the wag- 
on again, the body-guard closed iin about 
it, the cavalry took tho right •£ the col- 
umn, and the mournful1 procession mov- 
ed off.
